PRINTED CATALOGUE CARDS FROM 
THE NATIONAL LIBRARY. 


THANKS, first of all, to the admirable choice 
by the late President of an experienced pro- 
fessional librarian of the first rank as the 
executive of the Library of Congress, the 
National Library —as it has come to be known, 
and as it should be entitled—has rapidly 
become what it should be, a central ganglion 
for the library and book interests of the coun- 
try. As the Copyright Office and the deposi- 
tary of copyrighted books it has for years 
performed an important function in this direc- 
tion; but Mr. Herbert Putnam, who has ac- 
complished remarkable results in his two 
years of administration, has been reaching 
out to discern and fulfil those other functions 
in which the library may be made of far- 
reaching value to the book interests of the 
country. His latest achievement is the plan 
for printed catalogue cards, by which he is 
taking over the work inaugurated by the Pub- 
lishing Board of the American Library As- 
sociation, for furnishing such cards to libra- 
ries in general, with a breadth of treatment 
which would not have been possibie except to 
the national library. While the plan is in- 
tended primarily for library purposes, it may 
be utilized to a large extent by publishers 
and bookseilers, to whose attention we cor- 
dially commend it. 

The Library of Congress has already made 
Printed cards for copyrighted books since July 
1898, for miscellaneous accessions, in part, 
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since January, 1900, and for the two groups 
in the existing collection already classified, 
viz.: Bibliography and Library Science, and 
American History, to which will presently 
be added Political and Social Science. Copies 
of these cards, so far as in stock, and of new 
cards as printed, will be supplied on order, 
either by checking on the Copyright Bulletin, 
or on THE PusBLISHERS WEEKLY record, or 
by individual identification of the title desired. 
Each title is represented by the single author- 
entry card, but space is left for the addition 
of subject or other entries. These cards will 
be furnished at the low price of two cents 
for each title, and for additional cards for 
the same title, 12 cent a card, or, if ordered 
before printing, 4-10 cent a card. The price 
is based upon the cost of manufacturing 
and handling, with 10 per cent added, under 
the authority of the printing act, and pay- 
ments are to be made in advance in checks to 
the order of “The Public Printer,” but mailed 
to the Librarian of Congress. 

The Librarian of Congress has issued two 
interesting circulars stating the plan in detail, 
and describing the uses to which these printed 
cards may be put by librarians. Taking it for 
granted that the privileges of the system will 
be extended to publishers and booksellers, as 
we have no doubt is the case, we may add 
that the system enables publishers to keep a 
printed card catalogue of all their copyright 
books, and, if they desire, to furnish such a 
catalogue to their branch houses or repre- 
sentatives, or to booksellers generally. It can 
be availed of by booksellers in ways too num- 
erous to mention, as in the case of libraries. 
For instance, a bookseller, by checking on a 
copy of THe PusiisHers’ WEEKLY and for 
warding this with the proper sum to Wash- 
ington, may obtain cards for the current copy- 
right books which he is ordering in stock, and 
thus put at the disposal of his customers a 
card catalogue of new books, arranged by 
author or title or classified by subject—one or 
all, as he may find profit in doing. And book- 
sellers in a university town may order, for 
instance, the printed cards for the entire 
division of American History, and thus in- 
vite purchases from students in this depart- 
ment. These cards may also be used for 
keeping accounts for individual books as to 
stock in hand, orders, etc. So far, compara- 
tive little use has been made of printed cards 
in the book trade; but as the system and its 
uses are mcre fully understood, the action of 
the Library of Congress will be found a very 
great boon in those fields as well as in those 
of the l‘braries.

CANADIAN BOOKTRADE WANTS TO 
REFORM. 


Tue Canadian booksellers recently circu- 
lated a petition in Montreal asking the pub- 
lishers to take steps to adopt a net price sys- 
tem. The booksellers, also, were asked to 
bind themselves into associations that would 
force all retailers to sign a declaration that 
they would preserve the face value of newly- 
published books before they could get stocks, 
and that any who should violate this pledge 
should be blacklisted until he should renew hi‘ 
contract. The majority in the trade considered 
it desirable. But it was finally decided not to 
do anything in the matter, as it was considered 
futile to urge the publishers in this manner. 
A number of the trade expressed themselves 
strongly on the subject, and are hopeful that 
a change will come soon.

THE “TWENTIETH CENTURY” 
TESTAMENT. 


Last week the Associated Press tele- 
graphed frem London the following item, as 
published in the London Evening News: “In 
Chicago even the masterpiece of literature is 
not sacred. Twenty misguided inhabitants 
have just issued a translation of the New 
Testament into modern American. Such an 
atrocity almost makes one sigh for a few 
hours of the Inquisition.” 

Concerning this the following facts may 
be interesting: 

1. The “twenty misguided” individuals were 
all Englishmen, and a majority of them 
prominent professors in the different univer- 
sities of Great Britain. 

2. The translation is into modern English, 
not modern American, whatever that may be. 

3. On the very date of the telegram the 
third part, completing the version, was issued 
from the presses in London and New York, 
the printing of the book on this side the At- 
lantic having been done in New York City, 
for the Fleming H. Revell Company, not in 
Chicago. 

The book represents the results of modern 
scholarship brought within the easy com- 
prehension of the youngest, even the un- 
educated. Its editors, whose identity is not 
revealed but who are well-known English 
scholars, have given their attention to the 
work for the past twelve years and are even 
now publishing it only in “tentative form” 


NEW 


A PUBLISHER’S UNIQUE CLAIM FOR 
DAMAGES. 


W. H. Crive & Co., educational publishers, 
late of 13 Holywell Street, London, accord- 
ing to the Daily Mail, claimed £6104 from the 
London County Council as compensation in 
connection with the Strand improvement 
scheme, before Mr. John Troutbeck, West- 
minster High Bailiff, and a jury. The claim 
was for disturbance and for loss in connectiov 
with the 412,000 volumes, value about £19,009, 
which bore the Holywell Street imprint. The 
alteration in these books in the shape of new 
title-pages would cost £2861, and this the 
County Council were asked to pay. The 
Holywell Street imprint, it was contended, 
possessed a certain value, as it was recog- 
nized as a bookselling street. The jury 
awarded £2000 as compensation, the award to 
cover all the claims of Messrs, Clive & Co. 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 


Dr. WitLiAM FIsHER Norris, whose writ- 
ings on diseases of the eye are widely known, 
died on the 18th inst., in Philadelphia, aged 
sixty-three. 


Mrs. ExizAsnetH T. Dow, proprietor of 
the Waverley Magazine, died on the 15th inst., 
in Brookline, Mass., ninety years old. Early 
in life she married Moses A. Dow who was 
the sole owner of the Waverley Magazine. 
He died in 1886. 


Grorce W. STRATTON, long a dealer in musi- 
cal instruments and a publisher of music in 
Boston, died in Berlin, Prussia, October 14. 
He was born in Swansey, N. H., August 1, 
1830. He composed and published several 
operettas, among them “Lalla,” “Genevieve,” 
“Fairy Grotto,” “Minstrel of Capri,’ and 
others. 


Dr. ALBERT LEARY GIHON died on the 17th 
inst., in the Roosevelt Hospital, New York. 
He was born in Philadelphia in 1832, and 
entered the navy in 1855, from which he was 
retired in 1898 with the rank of commodore. 
“The Annual of Universal Medical Sci- 
ence,” the “Handbook of the Medical Sci- 
ences” and “Twentieth Century Practice of 
Medicine” are the titles of some of the books 
on which he did editorial work. He was the 
author of nearly thirty volumes on medical 
subjects. 


Joun GriBert BARKER, for many years a 
publisher of masonic literature, died on the 
13th inst. at his home No. 175 South Elliott 
Place, Brooklyn. He was born in Merrick, 
Long Island, in 1834. He was engaged most 
of his life in selling and publishing masonic 
publications, and for some time had his head- 
quarters at No. 63 Bleecker Street. Recently 
he sold out to the McCoy Publishing Com- 
pany. Mr. Barker was a thirty-third degree 
Mason, past grand librarian of the order in 
New York State, etc. 


Tuomas MEEHAN, a well-known naturalist 
and horticulturist, and editor of Meehan’s 
Monthly, a botanical magazine, died on the 
T9th inst. in Philadelphia. He was born in 
London, Eng., in 1826 and came to this coun- 
try, settling in Philadelphia. He worked for 
several florists and in botanical gardens, at 
the same time writing on scientific subjects. 
He became a member of the Academy of Nat- 
ural Science, was one of the earliest members 
of the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science and was for many years 
Corresponding Secretary of the Pennsylvania 
Horticultural Society. His studies on the sex 
of plants made him known widely among 
botanists. Foremost among his publications 
was a paper entitled “Self-Sacrifice in Na- 
ture,” read before the American Association 
tor the Advancement of Science. His “Na- 
tive Flowers and Ferns of the United States” 
was his greatest work. A few months ago 
the Veitch silver medal, one of the highest 
honors in the world of botany and horticul- 
ture, was awarded to him. He was the third 
American to receive this honor.

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THE MODERN FABLE OF THE TWO BROTHERS; 


OR, 


WHY A BOOKSELLER IS NEVER REFERRED TO AS A MERCHANT. 


HERE were once two boys, named, 
of course, John and James, who 
were given an equal amount of money 
with which to establish themselves in 
business. James started a grocery store, 
and John a bookstore. This put them 
on different rounds of the social ladder, 
because while James was “ mixing”’ with 
every servant girl in town, John was be- 
ing patted on the back by prominent citi- 
zens who composed the library committee. 
There was no profit in the library con- 
tract, but John at least had the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that he was something 
more than a grocer. Then, too, he knew 
all the society women of the town. Mrs. 
Rockstew Byrne, the banker’s wife, al- 
ways asked especially for him when she 
wanted to buy a ten-cent Christmas card 
to send to her cousin who lived in Kan- 
sas. It took a half hour of John’s time; 
but it was nice, he thought, and he liked 
to listen to Mrs. Byrne rather than to her 
hired girl, as did his brother. In short, 
John thought he was one of the “ real peo- 
ple,” while James was—a grocer. 

Now James was only an Indian at first, 
and worked from morning until night ; 
but soon his “ jollying” servant girls 
counted for something, and he began to 
make money. He conducted his grocery 
on business principles. If he had an 
overstock of canned goods, instead of in- 
ventorying them at full value and putting 
them on his shelves to spoil, he would sell 
them for what he could get, or donate 
them to the church picnic, and get twice 
their value in advertising. He bought 
only what people wanted, instead of buy- 
ing first and waiting tosee whether it was 
a gold brick or not. Once the depart- 
ment store began to cut prices; but in- 
stead of crying about it, James went them 
one better. He could buy just as cheaply 
as they, and so he silenced their guns for 
a while. He lost money at it, but he 
gained customers and made up his profit 
on things the department store didn’t sell. 

He was on his toes all the time ; he ex- 
panded with the town, and after twenty 
years he was no longer known simply as 
James, but as James, the Merchant Prince. 
_ During all this time John was maintain- 
ing the dignity and upholding the tradi- 
tions of the book business Every year 








hundreds of novels were published, and 
each one of them, of course, was bound 
to be the book of the year. So John 
bought five copies of most of them, though 
he had only the covers to judge from. 
These he left on his front counter until 
it was time for the next batch of new 
novels to be issued, and they were then 
consigned to his shelves. With the “ nov- 
elties”’ on his counters, and the “ canned 
goods”’ on his shelves, John thought he 
was perfectly equipped to do business, 
and expected people to come in eager to 
buy. He did not know his stock, because, 
of course, he could not read everything. 
He was simply waiting to see whether or 
not he had a stock of good books or gold 
bricks. In either case he had to pay the 
bill, and, although for twenty years nine 
out of every ten of the novels had been 
gold bricks, he still bought in fives and 
sold intwos. Heargued that it was much 
worse to turn away a customer because 
he didn’t have a novel in stock than to 
buy five and sell only three. He wasa 
philanthropist. 

He determined the price of a book 
when the bill came in and never deviated 
once from this figure. When the depart- 
ment store cut the price of a novel, John’s 
feelings were hurt, and he talked of 
“banding ” together for the good of the 
trade, etc., etc. He, himself, bought 
hardware and things from the department 
store because he could get them cheaper. 
Perhaps this hurt the feelings of Robin- 
son, the little hardware man; but hard- 
ware is a cold business proposition, while 
books—well, books are different. There 
are traditions about books. 

And so John puttered along, and after 
twenty years hiscourse wasrun. He had 
maintained the dignity of the book busi- 
ness and upheld its traditions, and he 
finally died a respected, sober, God-fear- 
ing, poverty-stricken bookseller. 

Morac: If John had conducted his 
business as if it were a business and nota 
philanthropy, he would have been re- 
spected perhaps alittle more. If, instead 
of buying five each of fifty novels, which 
may be gold bricks, he had bought one 
novel like “‘ Graustark,” which he knows 
people want, he would not have been 
quite so poverty-stricken.— Advertisement.
